SECTION 3, Upon delivery to the Government, the 
Bond shall be registered as to principal and interest 
in the name of the United States of America ina 
suitable book obtained for that purpose, in the office 
of the Clerk of the Municipality, hereby designated

SECTION 6, Any money in the Construction Account 
not needed to :defray acquisition and construction 
costs within the next 90 days from the time when 
such surplus shall exist, and in the Revenue Fund 
Account not needed to defray the principal and in- 
terest requirements for the Bond payable from the 
System revenues for the then current fiscal year, 
may be invested or re-invested by the Municipality 
in bills, certificates of indebtedness, notes, bonds, 
or debentures which are direct obligations of, or 
obligations the principal and interest of which are 
unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of 
America, which shall be subject to redemption at 
face value by the holder thereof at the option of such 
holder, The securities so purchased as an investment 
of funds shall be deemed at alltimesto be a part of the 
account from which the said investment was with- 
drawn and the interest accruing thereon ,and any 
profit realized therefrom shall be credited to such 
account, and any loss resulting from such invest- 
ment shall likewise be charged to said account, The 
Municipality shall present for redemption or sale 
on the prevailing market any securities so purchased 
whenever it shall be necessary to do so in order to 
provide monies to meet any payment or transfer 
from such account.

SECTION 7, The Municipality covenants and agrees 
that so long as the Bond hereby authorized remains 
unpaid: 

(a) It will comply with applicalbe State Laws and 
Regulations and continually operate and maintain the 
System in good condition, 

(b) It will impose and collect such rates and 
charges for services rendered by the System that 
revenues will be sufficient at all times to provide

on all such advances or expenditures in connection 
therewith made by the Government at the same per 
annum rate specified in the Bond, All such advances, 
expenditures and interest thereon shall be deemed pay- 
able upon demand immediately after any such ex- 
penditure by the Government, Any such amounts due 
the Government shall take priority over any other pay-

SECTION 8, In order to secure the payment of 
the principal of and interest on the Bond, pursuant 
to the provisions of Section 313, Title 37, Code of 
Alabama, Recompiled 1958, there is hereby created 
a Statutory Mortgage Lien in favor of the holder of 
the Bond upon the System, including any after-acquir- 
ed property.

SECTION 9, A, Nothing in this Ordinance shall be 
construed as to prevent the issuance, with the prior 
written consent of the State Director of the Farmers 
Home Administration for the State of Alabama, by the 
Municipality of additional bonds or obligations payable 
from the income of revenue derived from the operation 
of the System and constituting a lien upon said revenues 
on a parity with, but not prior to nor superior to, the 
lien of the Bond herein authorized, nor to prevent 
the issuance of bonds or other obligations refunding 
all or a part of the Bond herein authorized, provided, 
however, that the Municipality, at the time of the 
issuance of such additional obligations, is not, and 
has not been in default as to the payments required to 
be made under this ordinance for a period of at least 
twenty-four months, or if at such time, the Bond 
authorized hereby has not been issued and outstanding 
for a period of twenty-four months, then for the 
period said Bond has been issued and outstanding, 
and provided, that before such additional parity bonds 
or other parity obligations are authorized or actually 
issued, other than refunding bonds or other refunding 
obligations (unless any lien or revenues of the 
System of the obligations refunded is subordinate to 
the lien of the Bond herein authorized and the lien on 
revenues of the System of the refunding obligations 
is on a parity with the lien thereon of the Bond 
herein authorized), the annual earning derived from 
the operation of the System for the fiscal year im- 
mediately preceding the date of the issuance of such 
additional parity obligations shall have been sufficient 
to pay the costs of operation and maintenance of the 
System for said fiscal year, and, in addition, sufficient 
to pay an amount representing one hundred and fifty 
percent (150%) of the average annual principal and 
interest debt service requirements on the outstanding 
revenue Bond and other obligations of the Municipal- 
ity payable from the revenues of the System; and 
provided further, that the estimated average annual 
earnings of said System for the life of the then out- 
standing revenue Bond and the proposed revenue 
bonds, all payable from the revenues of the System, 
shall have been sufficient to pay the estimated 
average annual costs of the operation and mainten- 
ance of the System for the life of both the then out- 
standing and the proposed revenue bonds, and in 
addition, sufficient to pay an amount representing one 
hundred and fifty percent (150%) of the debt service 
requirements of the then outstanding revenue bonds 
combined with the debt service requirements of the 
proposed additional revenue bonds; provided, further, 
that the annual earnings derived from the operation of 
the System need not equal 150% of the debt service 
requirements of the outstanding and the proposed 
additional revenue bonds or other obligations in the 
event the Government is the purchaser or insurer 
of any such additional bonds or obligations. 

B, A written certification by a Certified Public 
Accountant that said earnings for the said fiscal year 
immediately preceding the new obligations, when 
adjusted as hereinafter provided, are sufficient topay 
said amounts, shall be conclusively presumed to be 
accurate in determining the rights of the Municipality 
to authorize, issue, sell and deliver such additional 
bonds or other obligations on a parity with the Bond 
herein authorized, Any necessary estimate of future 
earnings of the System shall be prepared by a con- 
sulting engineer, 

C, In determining whether or not additional 
parity bonds, or other obligations may be issued as 
aforesaid, consideration shall be given toany probable 
increase (but not reduction) in operation and main- 
tenance expenses that will result from the expenditure 
of the funds proposed to be derived from the issuance 
of the said additional bonds or other obligations un- 
less, simultaneously, consideration is given to off- 
setting the effect of any such probable increase by an 
increase in rates and charges for services. 

SECTION 10. If at any time it shall appear to the 
Government that the Municipality is able to refund 
the amount of the Bond then outstanding, in whole or in 
part, by obtaining a loan for such purpose from re- 
sponsible cooperative or private credit sources, at 
reasonable rates and terms for loans for similar 
purposes and periods of time, the Municipality will, 
upon request of the Government, apply for and accept 
such loan in sufficient amount to repay the Govern- 
ment and will take all such action as may be required 
in connection with such loan,

portant deadline date, ac~ 
cording to Harry N, Scott, 
District Manager of the 
Dothan Social Security Of- 
fice, for the persons 65 
or over who are enrolled 
in the doctor billinsurance 
part of medicare, That will 
be the last day to file a 
claim on doctor bills and 
other medical expenses in- 
curred during the first 
three months of medicare 
--July, August and Sept- 
ember 1966, 

Mr. Scott continued by 
explaining that if someone 
who is 65 or older had 
doctor bills of more than 
$50 in the last half of 
1966, and these bills have 
not been sent in for med- 
icare payment, now is the

time to file a claim for 
benefits. Of course, med- 
icare does not pay any of 
the first $50 of covered 
medical expenses during 
a calendar year, but it 
helps pay on the rest of 
the bills. 

Naturally, most medi- 
care payments for doctor 
bills in 1966 have long since 
been completed, Mr, Scott 
said. But if you, or some 
people you know, have de- 
layed filing a medicare 
claim for expenses inJuly, 
August, or September 1966, 
don’t let the April 1st dead- 
line go by without taking 
some action, You can file 
a claim even if the doctor’s 
bills are not paid, All that 
is necessary is an item- 
ized bill and a claim form, 
The social security office 
will be glad to assist in 
completing a claim or in 
answering any questions on 
this matter.

The clean face of Jackson, Miss. didn’t just 
happen it is the result of an 8-year long em 
phasis on cleanliness and beauty. 

Sparked by civie pride and a non-working, big 
name advisory board; implemented by a hard 
working board of 14 officers to Keep Jackson 
Beautiful plus an executive secretary, 25 direc- 
tors and almost every organization in the city, 
there has been a block-by-block canvass of un- 
clean, unsightly, unsafe or objectionable fea- 
tures. For practise, each canvasser first checked 
his own home, 

After dividing the city into 12 areas to cor- 
respond with existing garden club districts, the 
officers compiled a list of beauty-marring prob 
lems.

Installed Locally 


Installation of new 
equipment to improve long 
distance service in Enter- 
prise, New Brockton and 
Elba is scheduled for com- 
pletion this spring, General 
Telephone announced re- 
cently. 

New equipment, called 
“carrier equipment,”’ or 
“voice circuits’’ by tele- 
phone technicians will be 
added between Enterprise 
and Elba, and Enterprise 
and New Brockton to im- 
prove and increase facili- 
ties for long-distance 
service between the three 
communities. The project 
will be completed this 
April, and will cost about 
$315,00, said J, H., Brown, 


District Manager, 


The old open wire 
routes connecting long- 
distance facilities for the 
three communities were 
replaced by sheath cable 
earlier this year to ac- 
comodate the new equip- 


ment, Advantages of the 
sheath cable are num- 
erous, Brown said, For 


example, the possibility of 
a broken tree limb, a fallen 
tree, or a strand of wire, 
forcing two of the pre- 
viously used open wires to 
touch together and conse- 
qeuntly ‘‘shorting out the 
circuit,’ are virtually eli- 
minated, Cost of installing 
the sheath cable was about 
$35,000,
